efficiency without danger of explo 
sion. 

The thermometer has been used so 
far only to harness the atom for tl 
feneraticn of a feeble current ap 
proximately one-quarter of a watt 

It weighs two ounces, six and a 
half inches long and one-half inch 
in diameter, It was first installed in 
an atonsic furnace in 1944 It is 
said to be one of the principal d 
vices that enabled the government 


vastly to increase its production of 
plutonium, an atomie bomb ingre 
dient, 


New Measuring Devices 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been spent in perfecting the 
thermometer to its present state of 
efficiency in using what is known 
as the Seeback effect to transform 
heat into electrical energy, 

It will probably be the forerunner 
of a host of new type atomic meas: 
uring devices, including a dosimeter 
to be worn by civilians for measur- 
ing the amount of lethal radiation to 
which they have been exposed in an 
atomic l)omb explosion, 

Because the new detection devices 
will generate their own current they 
will need no batteries or periodic 
re-charging such as are required by 
present day instruments. These are 
regarded as too complicated for 
civilian use in the event of atomic 
attack, 


When used to control atomic fur- 


naces several of the new thermome- 
ters are inserted directly into the 
invisible fires of atom-smashing de- 
vices, There they spot check atomic 
combustion at various points and 
levels within the furnace, 

Wires leading from the ther- 
mometers run outside the furnace 
and carry the electrical current 
generated by the instruments, 


Reduce Furnace Size 


This electrical energy, which is | 


directly proportionated to the ef- 
ficiency of the atomic fires, oper- 
ates control instruments for speed- 
ing up or lowering the atomic reac- 
tion at any point in the furnace. 
The new thermometers will re- 
place older regulating mechanisms 
that relayed their signals through 
another set of electronic controls, 
Conceivably the new thermome- 
ter, it is estimated, can help reduce 
atomic furnaces to less than one- 
fifth their present size. It also is 
presumed that the instrument is one 
of the key factors on which A.E.C. 
scientists are said to be depending 
in their previously announced ef- 
forts to build an atomic furnace 
smal] enough to power a submarine.

that most sermons today are really 
aimed at convincing people of the 
same thing: Jesus is Christ. When 
Peter said to Jesus ‘You are the 
Christ," Jesus’ reply shows that 
Peter had not only said something 
important, but something which up 
to that time had not dawned on any 
one else, 


Only One Christ 

E shall have to think what the 

word “'Christ'’ meant as Peter 
used the word and as Jesus under- 
stood it. The Jews of that time 
were looking with eager excitement 
for an “‘ancinted one’ (the literal 
meaning of Christ, or Messiah) who 
would put an end to all the evil of 
the world and usher in God's New 
Age. They were not quite clear 
how this would be done, but they 
were sure that only the Christ 
could do it, 


Consider three points. First, 
when Peter said ‘You are 
Christ” he meant “You are 
unique.” No Jew losked for 
two Christs, There is ino one else - 
in Jesus’ class, there is only 
one of him. Every human 
being, to be sure, ts different 
from all others; but Simon 
Peter did not mean that, What 
he did mean was that Jesus 
could not be classea as ‘‘a"’ 
teacher or ‘a’? prophet or ‘‘a”’ 
man of God. He was the Teach. 
er and Prophet, He was God's 
Mam as no other man was. 


We make a mistake, we get away 
from the original Christian faith, 
the faith which Jesus praised, when 
we put Jesus on the same level with 
other men, any other men. There 
is only one Christ.

God Was in Christ 
N the second place, when Peter 
called Jesus ‘Christ’? he meant 
that God had anointed him. He was 
not a man who took a notion to do 
what he did; he was one whom God 
had appointed to be and to do as 
God willed. We cannot understand 
Jesus apart:from God, for his 
source is God. 

Any one who reads ihe gosnel 
of John will find this very 
prominent in Jesus’ thintk’ug 
always: “I was sent... [ly 
rieat is to do the will of him 
that sent me.”

Christians later than this saw 
that the relation between God and 
Jesus was even closer than that 
between sender and sent. Jesus is 
called the Son of God, he is valled 
the Word that was with God and 
was God, ‘Paul says God was in 
Christ. 

Later generations would develop 
the doctrine of the Trinity as it is 
expressed (for instance) in the 
Nicene Creed. Every century has 
its own formulas, Peter in th: 
first century does not use the 
language of the fourth century, still 
less of the 20th; but all the formulas 


express in various ways the con 
viction Peter had; that when Christ 


confronts us, God confronts us 
* * * 


Christ Is Lord of Ail 


A THIRD thing Peter meant when 


he called Jesus “Christ and 


that the church means now—is that 


he has complete authority, All 


other authority, in the church or 
out of it, is less than his, 


A word often used to express 
this truth is ‘Lord.’ But the 
word alone is not enough. It 
really makes less difference 
what words we use about Jesus 
than what our attitude to him 
is. Jesus himself once spoke 
sternly of people who call him 
“Lord, Lord,’’ but do not do 
the things he says to do. 


It is one thing to say, in the 


Creed, that we believe in ‘Jesus 
Christ, his only Son, our Lord;" 
it is another thing to carry that 
pait of the creed into life. Jesus is 
our Lord; not the church, not Moses, 
not Paul, not any hero or saint 
of the church, but Jesus. Christians 
take orders from him first of all, 
for we believe that his mind was 
the mind of God.

WASHINGTON, D, C. — Besides 
President Truman there have been 
a number of hot-tempered letter 
writers in the White House, Andrew 
Jackson was one of them, 

Old Hickory was a hot-tempered 
man. Look at his picture on the $20 
bill, if you're lucky enough to have 
one, and you'll see the firm chin 
and burning eyes of a man who 
spoke his mind—a man who said 
he had but two regrets: That he 
couldn't shoot Henry Clay or hang 
John C, Calhoun, 

Jackson was no slouch with the 
-acid-dipped pen, 

In one letter he called the Bank 
of the United States “a hydra of 
corruption,” 

In another, he exploded with in- 
dignation at a former cabinet mem- 
ber who ran out on a duel: ‘What 
a wretch, This southern hotsput will 
not fight—my creed is true—there 
inever was a base man a brave one.’ 


Free-Swinging Prose 

There is no record, however, of 
any of Jackson's letters setting that 
mation's tongues a-wagging, as have 
scertain letters of the 20th century 
President who once caused a bronze 
statue of Jackson to be erected in 
‘front of the Jackson County, Mo., 
court house. 

But for free-swinging prose, Presi 
‘dent Truman can hold his own with 
‘Old Hickory. It would be hard to 
‘beat the letter in which he called 
the marine corps a navy police 
force with a propaganda machine 
almost equal to Stalin's. 

One fact most people in the coun 
‘try have overlooked is the fact that 
the President has written lots of 
letters on all sorts of subjects, and 
mearly all of them are good-hu- 
‘mored. It's his occasional letters in 
the Andrew Jackson vein that get 
all the public attention. 

Thomas Jefferson complained 
about people making public letters 
received from him, He said: “'] 
should wish never to put pen to pa- 
per, and the more so because of the 
treacherous practice some people 
have of publishing one's letters with 
out leave. Lord Mansfield declarea 
it a breach of trust and punishable 
at law, I think it should be a pen 
itentiary felony.” 

In practice, of course, it’s highly 
unlikely that a President of the 
‘United States or other public offi- 
cial would sue you for publishing 
one of his letters—however much 
he might disiike seeing his words in 
cold print, 

Can Be Copyrighted 

And it has been argued that the 
public interest sometimes is served 
by publishing a letter without the 
writer's consent—to provide, for in 
stance, a fuller insight into the 
writer's views. 


Many persons who have received | th 


letters from presidents have re- 
fused, as a matter of course, to pub- 
lish them, Before they would allow 
publication of such letters consent 
of the writer would be necessary. 
Of course a president—like any- 
body else—could copyright his let- 
ters, or they could be copyrighted 


by anyone who inherited them as 
part of his estate, 
Thus a number of. letters by 


Franklin D, Roosevelt were copy- 
righted by FDR's son Elliott, who 
allowed them to be published by 
Duell, Sloane & Pearce, Inc., and 
also permitted selections from them 
to appear in newspapers and maga- 
zines. 


Professor’s Experiment 
Gives Town Pink Elephant 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.—La Canada 
residents were startled recently 
when a 300-foot-high. pink elephant 
shone on the side of a hill back of 
the town. A few thought sobriety 
tests were in order. 

First the trunk and head ap- 
eared, then the ears, finally the 
huge body and tail, 

Investigation traced the behemoth 
to its point of origin, the home of 
David O, Woodbury, -science \riter 
and inventor. Woodbury was test- 
ing a new kind of projector he had 
devised to illustrate his lectures. 

His invention enables a speaker, 
while facing an audience and talk- 
ing, to draw sketches which the 
audience can see on a screen behind 
him, It is an arrangement of mir- 
rors which Woodbury calls a 
“‘screen scriber."’ 

The ‘‘doodling’’ can be done in 
black and white or color. The size 
of the image is limited only by the 
extent of the backdrop screen.

Here are the steps to make a savory baked bean dish for the 
family. The canned brown bread may be sliced and served hot or cold. 


Baked Beans 
(Quick Method) 


4 cups (2 lbs.) dried beans % teaspoon pepper 

Cold water 2 teaspoons dry mustard 
1 large onion 2 tablespoons Worcestershire 
4 teaspoons salt sauce 
34 cup unsulphured molasses % pound salt pork 

Wash beans, Cover generously with cold water; soak overnight. 
Add onion, salt, and if necessary, additional water to cover beans; 
bring to boiling point in covered saucepan. Remove onion; reserve. 
Simmer beans until tender. Drain; save 3 cups bean liquid (add addi- 
tional water to make 3 cups, if necessary). Mix bean liquid with mo- 
lasses, pepper, mustard, and Worcestershire sauce. Turn beans, onion, 
and salt pork into large casserole or bean pot. Add liquid mixture. 
Cover. Bake in moderately slow oven (325°F.) 154 hours. Uncover. 
Lift pork to top of beans; bake 20 to 25 minutes to brown pork. 
YIELD: 16 servings.

Big Drop in 1950 


CINCINNATI, O.—Dr. Raymond 
Walters, president of the University 
of Cincinnati, and nationally known 
statistician of higher education, re- 


ported that nearly 75 per cent of) 
492 approved American colleges and | 
universities reported decreases in- 
enrollment in 1950. Nearly 58 per! 
cent recorded considerably smaller 
freshman classes. 

This fall's drop continues a down 


' ward trend begun last year from the 


postwar peak. Dr. Walters attributed 
the decline to the departure from 
the campus last June of the large 
i950 graduating classes, a 
proportion of whom were veterans 
of World War II, and also to the 
small freshman classes, diminshyed 
in consequerece of the low birth 
rate of the 1930s, 

Tota) full-tiine attendances at the 
five largest state universities report 
ing were: University of California, 
Iniversity of Illinois, 23,500; 
University of Minnesota, 22,000; 
Ohio State University, 20,590 and 
University of Michigan, 19.000.

Atomic Bomb Would 
Disapnoint Public 
lf Put on Display 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The public 
| is going to be disappointed if and 
; When A-bomb is put on display— 
especially to those who have con- 
jured up visions of a fantastic look- 
the weapon 

The atomic energy commission 
chairman, Gordon Dean, is of the 
opinion that the time is coming 
when a model can be put on exhibi- 
tion without giving away important 
secrets, 

Dean said thousands of persons in 
the armed forces and atomic plants 
already know what the bomb looks 


like, And while he didn't say so, 
it is pretty obvious the Russians 
know, too, since they're making 


their own bombs. 

The external appearance of the 

bomb still is officially top secret, 
But enough information has been 
made publie for the curious-minded 
layman to piece together a fairly 
good mental picture of the super- 
bomb. 
There is little doubt that A-bombs 
are big—even in comparison to the 
huge blockbusters of World War II. 
The B-29 superfortress, which is no 
small airplane by any standards, 
had to be modified to carry the 
bomb, 


Only a tiny fraction of the huge 
mass that makes up a bomb is 
atomic explosive. Scientific guess- 
work has placed the amount at be- 
tween 20 and 60 pounds, with 80 
pounds a popular stab in the dark 
What makes the bomb so big is 
that the explosive core has to be 
divided into two or more semi-

It was suggested that in throw- 
ing in the line which had a 
heavy weight and a number of 
hooks, a hook caught in his lip, 
pulling him into the water
